A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreenient with the examiner was reached at the Interview.

. In every Instance where reconsideration Is requested in view of an inten/iew with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wan-anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 11,' 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments nriade to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not cbnriplete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a fetter setting forth the examiner's versiori of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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
